Texans have agreed to give 


their state legislators a pay 
raise of nearly $1.4 million in 
the next two years and, by an 
overwhelming 
majority, de- 


cided to spend $124 million in 
the next two years on increased 
retirment benefits for teachers 
and public employes. 


Nearly 540,000 persons — 


slightly more than 10 per cent 
of the registered voters — went 
to the polls Tuesday to approve 
the two proposals, which were 
presented to them in the form 
of two constitutional amend- 
ments.'

What's the maximum and minimum 


salaries teachers in the Corsicana public 
schools can get with bachelor's and 
master's degrees? 


According to Joe lindsey, Corsicana 


school superintendent, the minimum 
salary for a BA degree and no experience 
is $6,600 for a Size Seven School, which 
includes Corsicana. The maximum for a 
BA degree and 14 years' experience is 
$9,910. 


For an MA degree, minimum salary 


with no experience is $7,200 per year. The 
maximum for an MA degree holder with 21 
years' experience is $11,380. 


In addition to this salary, Corsicana 


school district pays an additional $500 to 
each teacher above the salaries scheduled 
for a Size Seven school.

question, "Does the Corsicana Public 
School have any filthy textbooks?" And I 
believe the answer that Mr. Lindsey gave 
was not that he knew of.

Flowers for Algernon"; "Of Mice and 
Men"; "Soul on Ice"; "Catcher in the 
Rye"; "The Grapes of Wrath"? 


Supt. Joe Lindsey said that. "No, the 


school has not gotten rid of any filthy 
textbooks since 1972 that I know of." 


Lindsey says he has examined some of 


the textbooks himself. "If someone reports 
to me that a textbook needs looking at, I 
always read a copy of it," he said. "And if 
anyone has a question about any of the 
textbooks they may contact me at 874-7441, 
and I will be glad to read the book in 
question and talk to the person about it." 


Textbooks are selected by a committee 


of teachers selected by Raymond An- 
derson, textbook custodian. Teachers 
make an evaluation of the textbooks and 
give a recommendation to Lindsey, who in 
turn makes the recommendations to the 
school board. The board either accepts or 
rejects the recommendations. 


Mrs. Ben Jones, CHS librarian, said that 


the library has "Of Mice and Men," 
'"Catcher in the Rye," and "The Grapes of 
Wrath." It does not have "Soul on Ice" or 
"Flowers for Algernon." 


"We order the books from the Standard 


Catalogue of High School Libraries, the 
School Library Journal, and the American 
Library Association book list," Mrs. Jones 
said. "All these journals have book 
reviews in them along with recom- 
mendations for various age levels." 


Since Mrs. Jones became librarian in 


1967, only one book has been taken off the 
circulation list — a sociology book which 
was brought to her attention which con- 
tained transcriptions of tape recordings 
from street gangs and had obscene 
language in it. "We took it out of circula- 
tion and put it on a 'hold' for sociology 
students," she said. 


Faculty and student requests are also 


considered in buying books. If a book is 
protested, heads of departments and the 
principal of the high school are considered, 
Mrs. Jones said. 


Why is it that of the parks in Corsicana, 


ours, the East Side, is in the poorest 
condition? I understand the city depart- 
ment is responsible for the upkeeping. 
Right or wrong?

"This situation will be surveyed, and if

Owners suspect arson 
of cattle sales barn

An early morning fire of 


suspicious origin destroyed the 
sales barn office and snack bar 
and half the cattle pens on the 
north end of Navarro Livestock 
Commission Company's auction 
barns at Angus this morning. 
Owner Pat Rogas of Marlin 
asked Sheriff Jerry Shelton to 
call in state arson investigators 
and efforts were being made at 
presstime to locate a state in- 
vestigator who left his Palestine 
residence for Dallas and could 
not be located immediately. 


Rogas' son, Ed Rogas who 


lives in Angus and is active in 
the management of the cattle 
sale firm his father purchased 
in October, 1973 from 
the 


original owner, Jesse Young, 
now co-manager, pointed out to 
this writer more than a dozen 
places within the south cattle 
pens 
where 
he 
believed 


someone could have set off 
pockets of fire from loose hay 
placed around heavy timbered 
pen posts. 


"The fire was set in several 


places—we are not saying it 
was arson, but I can show you 
what I found myself where fires 
were started," Ed Rogas said, 
leading off the tour. 


OWNER PAT ROGAS said 


he couldn't place 
a dollar 


estimate on his loss: "It's total 
loss as far as the building here 
is concerned (standing before 
the gutted office-snack bar) and 
all the north pens are burned 
out, except for the metal roofs." 


"There's 50 to 55 head of dead 


cattle back there out of 75 to 80 
we had in the barn and pens," 
he related shaking his head in 
disbelief. 


The company had changed its 


auction sale day March 20 from 
the customary Wednesday to a 
Thursday or there would'have 
been considerably more cattle 
on hand. 


Sheriff Shelton, who with 


Deputies Eddie Foreman is 
heading up the follow-up probe 
conducted in the early hours by 
night Deputies Bud Armstrong 
and Don Hudson, assured the 
Rogas father and son he will get 
the state fire marshal's arson 
investigators on the scene as 
expeditiously as possible today. 


Queried about their future 


plans in the midst of the fire 
ruins, Owner Pat Rogas almost 
defiantly 
responded: 
"We'll 


rebuild definitely, but right now 
I'm too shook up by all this to 
make plans." With that he and 
his son moved off with Sheriff 
Shelton when the reporter asked 
if there had been any indication 
a burglary had been committed 
and the fires touched off to 
cover upjthe robbery. 


THAT WAS A MATTER of 


.conjecture, but both the father 
and son quickly advised the 
sheriff and reporter "that all 
our records for 1974 were in 
there (pointing to the burned 
out office)". 


"We kept our calculators in 


the safe," Ed Rogas said, 
without addressing the inquiry 
of whether money were left in 
the office safe and file cabinets. 


The fire was discovered by 


Ron Tewes (Jesse Young's step- 
son) and his wife who reside in a 
mobile home parked in front of 
the sales barn about 2:45 a.m. 
when 
Mrs. 
Tewes 
was 


"I only wish more people had 


voted," Lt. Gov. Bill Hobby 
said through a spokesman after 
reviewing the returns. 


Proposition one, the increase 


in retirement benefits, carried 
with approximately 75 per cent 
of the vote.

Hobby, who has advocated a 


pay raise for legislators in the 
past, said he was "extremely 
pleased with the results." 


Figures from the Texas Elec- 


tion Bureau today showed that 
with 238 of 254 counties report- 
ing -including 225 complete - 
proposition one carried 393,470 
votes to 138,343. The legislative 
pay raise was approved 307,243 
to 219,725. 


"We are very pleased with 


the returns," said Gallic Smith, 
executive secretary 
of 
the 


Texas State Teachers Associ- 
ation. "This is something that 
is sorely needed by our retired 
teachers." 


The legislative pay raise 


means state senators and rep- 
resentatives 
will have their 


salary raised from $4,800 to $7,- 
200 a year. It also means an 
increase in their personal living 
expense accounts during legis- 
lative sessions from $12 to $30 a 
day and gives them travel pay 
of 16 cents a mile instead of 10 
cents. The change will cost the 
state $1.4 million dining the 
next two years.

awakened by the barking of 
their two dogs tied under the 
trailerhouse. 


Tewes called his father in 


Corsicana who drove to Angus 
to awaken Ed Rogas who was 
upset that he had' 'left his phone 
off the hook" Tuesday night. 
Rogas said he had done so 
because his three children, 15, 
12 and 9, were "getting calls as 
late as midnight" and he sought 
to discourage their friends' late 
calls that disturbed him. 


"I'm just more than a little 


mad now, that I did," he said, 
but admitted there wasn't much 
he could have done physically to 
stop the fire. 


Corsicana Fire Dept, sent two 


trucks, a 500 gpm pumper and 
small "grass fire" 
booster 


truck to aid the large number of 
Angus residents who performed 
as volunteer fire fighters. 


BENNIE HANNA, service 


station operator nearby, called 
his father, W.B. Hanna, a 
Corsicana main station fire 
commander, 
and 
elected 


member of the Angus town 
council, 
when the younger 


Hanna was alerted by early 
discoverers of the fire. 


"We had all the volunteers we 


needed to fight the fire," Bennie 
Hanna said," 
adding 
Cor- 


sicana's pumper truck's crew 
was hampered as the truck's 
pump 
couplers' 
threads 


screwed the wrong way to fit 
Angus' plug off a four-inch 
water main from the town's 
water storage tank across IH- 
45. 


As Ed Rogas pointed out 


places where small fires had 
been set in hay piled around pen 
timbers, he expressed belief 
that a strong wind blowing out 
of the south is what prevented 
the fire from totally destroying 
all pens. The winds fanned the 
flames through the pens from 
immediately behind the barn 
office-snack bar building to its 
northern extremity. 


"I WAS STANDING here 


watching the fire eat through 
the office and north pens when I 
looked back toward the south 
pens and saw a flame dancing in 
the ceiling in the south pens," 
Ed Rogas related. 


benefits means employe contri- 
butions to the public retirement 
fund will not be less than six 
per cent and the state contribu- 
tion limit will be raised from 
six to 10 per cent. 


On local retirement systems 


the legislature could establish 
programs for city and county 
employes, but participation by 
local government would be vol- 
untary. 


The schedule calls for about 


45,000 retired public school 


teachers to receive five to eight 
per cent increases in their re- 
tirement pay, and about 9,600 
retired state employes to get 12 
per cent increases. 


"Some of our retired teachers 


are getting only $140 a month," 
Smith said. 


The new retirement benefits 


will be financed with money 
from general revenue. 


Neither issue will be affected 


if voters adopt a new state con- 
stitution Nov. 4.

assured 
them, 
but 
added: 


"don't let people stir things 
around in there (debris) until 
the state fire investigators get 
here."

Navarro county 
voted with state

Navarro 
Countians joined 


other Texans 
yesterday 
in 


endorsing higher 
retirement 


benefits for state employes, 
notably school teachers and a 
raise from $400 to $600 a month 
for state legislators. 


It was the seventh time since 


1960 that voters have been 
asked at the polls to raise pay 
for the law-makers, but which 
had 
fallen 
on 
deaf 
ears 


heretofore. 


Navarro County voters en- 


dorsed the teacher retirement 
proposal by better than 3 
J/2 to 1, 


casting 1,679 votes "for" to 448 
"against". 


The pay-hike for legislators, 


along with a raise in their per 


diem expenses, passed here, but 
by a less-popular margin. The 
vote was 1,328 "for" to 776 
"against". 


Voters of 22 boxes, including 


Absentee Box No. 35, endorsed 
both propositions. However, two 
rural boxes: Pet. 25-Purdon and 
Pet. 26—Richland, registered 
their 
opposition 
to 
both 


amendments while voters of 
Pet. 15—Eureka, supported the 
teacher retirement measure 29 
to 13, and voted against the 
legislative pay hike 22 to 20. 


As it was, 2,129 of the county's 


eligible registered 14,272 voters 
went to the polls in a turnout 
higher than the 1,500 predicted 
in advance by County Clerk 
Clyve Riddels.

Union military machine may be 
forced to call on the Con- 
federacy for help if anti-De- 
fense Department partisans cut 
the budget. 


After all, 62 warplanes in per- 


fect working condition are not 
to be scorned even if the air- 
craft are more than 30 years 
old. 


We are referring to the Con- 


federate Air Force and its 
Ghost Squadron based at Harli- 
ngen, Tex., with wings dis- 
persed over the United States. 


Robert S. Weber, a retired 


Navy man 
from 
Lancaster, 


Pa., is general manager of the 
Confederate Air Force 
and 


heads a General Staff of nine 
persons. 


The true commander is Col. 


Jethro E. Culpepper, a mys- 
terious figure who never has 
been seen. 


The name itself and the 


ghostly character of Col. Cul- 
pepper is the tipoff that these 
fliers have a lot of fun along 
with their serious objectives. 


The more than 1,000 mem- 


bers all hold the rank of colo- 
nel. 


Weber explains that the air 


force began rather modestly in 
the 1950s. 


What heppened was that 


some former military fliers, 
mostly crop dusters in the Low- 
er Rio Grande Valley, put their 
nickels and dimes together and 
bought a surplus P51 Mustang 
simply for the fun of flying one 
of the finest-handling aircraft 
•ever built. 


The P51 cost $1,500. You'd be 


lucky to find one now at 
$100,000.

a runoff election Tuesday, an 
insurance man captured the 
mayor's seat in El.Paso and 
Dallas voters selected an inde- 
pendent in a runoff for a city 
council seat. 


Although Mayor-elect Cock- 


rell said her candidacy was not 
inspired by women's liberation, 
she added' "I'm quite sure a 
number of women are quite 
thrilled a woman has been 
elected mayor of a major 
American city. 


"Naturally as a woman, I am 


quite thrilled. It does mean an- 
other 
new area has been 


opened up for the service of a 
woman." 


Mrs. Cockrell, a veteran of 


San Antonio politics and a can- 
didate backed by the Good Gov- 
ernment League, defeated beer 
distributor John Monfrey in a 
runoff for place number nine, 
the mayor's office. The vote 
was 55,439 to 47,287. 


El Paso Alderman Dond Hen- 


derson and his running mates 
on the Greater El Paso ticket 
scored a victory over a slate 
headed by Woodrow Bean, for- 
mer county judge and a mem- 
ber of the state board of educa- 
tion. 


Henderson formerly headed 


the parks and recreation de- 
partment as a member of the 
council under 
the adminis- 


tration of former Mayor Fred 
Hervey, who did not seek re- 
election. 


Henderson polled 26,673 votes, 


or 53 per cent, to Bean's 23,594. 


Running mates elected with 


Henderson are Arlene Quenon, 
Richard A. Najera and Dr. J.B. 
Jones. Councilman E. H. Baeza 
ran unopposed in the regular 
election. 


Authorities said fair weather 


and temperatures edging into 
the 80s prompted a turnout of 
44.45 per cent of El Paso's reg- 
istered voters. 
Cool weather 
slows wheat 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Be- 


low normal temperatures for 
the third straight week contin- 
ued to hamper development of 
winter wheat and other fal- 
Iplanted crops throughout much 
of the nation, says the Agricul- 
ture Department. 


As of April 13, the depart- 


ment said Tuesday in a weekly 
weather summary, spring field 
work was 
dropping behind 


schedule in most areas. 


"Prior heavy snows along 


with damp and cool conditions 
are 
causing 
above-normal 


deaths to livestock, mostly in 
the newborn, in northern and 
western state's," the report 
said. 


Winter wheat in Oklahoma 


was 64 per cent in the jointing 
stage, compared with 80 per 
cent normally. The Kansas 
crop was also slowed by cool 
weather, and soil-borne mosaic 
disease was affecting many 
fields in the central part of the 
state.

Talking about 
social security 


David Helmer, Manager of 


the Corsicana social security 
office stated today that there 
seems to be some confusion 
concerning how disabled one 
must be to receive 
social 


security disability benefits. He 
stated there is little need for 
such confusion when the actual 
wording of the Social Security 
Act is considered. 
In fact, 


Helmer said, the degree of 
disability required to be eligible 
for benefits is contained within 
the 
definition 
of disability 


written into the Social Security 


Law. 


By the definition of disability 


a worker is considered disabled 
if he has a physical or mental 
condition which: (1) prevents 
him from doing any substantial 
gainful work, and (2) is ex- 
pected to last (or has lasted) for 


at least 12 months, or is ex- 
pected to result in death. 


Naturally, 
Helmer 
stated, 


such a definition rules out short 
term illness or payment for 
injuries which would not or- 
dinarily be expected to keep a 
worker off his job for a year. 


However, if a worker has no 


idea how long he will be off work 
because of illness or accident, 
he should resolve any doubt in 
favor of filing a claim for 
disability benefits. 


Helmer added that the per- 


sonnel in the Corsicana social 
security office will be glad to 
discuss disability benefits with 
any interested person. The 
office is located at 415 N. 12th 
Street. The phone number is 
874-6206. Out of town residents 
and those living in Freestone 
County may call station to 
station collect.

program and replace it with a 
private pension plan. 


College President Kenneth 


Walker reported the Faculty 
Affairs Committee voted 19-6 in 
favor of the alternate plan to 
Social Security. A referendum 
conducted for the remainder of 
the NC full time employes 
resulted in a 31-27 vote in favor 
of replacing the Social Security 
program. 


THE BOARD VOTED to 


authorize the Faculty Affairs 
Committee 
and 
the 
ad- 


ministration to draft a plan for a 
private pension program to be 
administered 
by 
an 
NC- 


appointed intermediary. 
Dr. 


Walker said employes would be 
able to contribute to the locally 


controlled plan "on a voluntary 
basis and have their con- 
tributions 
matched 
by 
the 


college up to a maximum of six 
per cent with provision for 
future increases as permitted 
'by law..." 


Board member Dr. Louis 


Gibson, predicting the Social 
Security 
program 
will 
be 


bankrupt by the time many NC 
employes are ready to retire, 
said he had much more faith in 
the boa'rd choosing an agent to 
administer a private retirement 
plan. 


Dr. Walker said Aug. 31,1976 


is the soonest the college could 
drop out of the Social Security 
program, since the agency must 
be notified two years in ad- 
vance, and it was notified last 
August when the board first 
began considering an alter- 
native. He explained that the 
board can change its mind 
about dropping the plan up until 
the 1976 deadline.

of war. 


If a cease-fire and a political 


settlement can be achieved be- 
fore Hanoi's troops enter Sai- 
gon, U.S. officials say they are 
confident that many thousands 
of South Vietnamese can be 
evacuated. 


Up to 131,000 Indochina refu- 


gees will be permitted to enter 
the United States under emer- 
gency steps approved by Atty. 
Gen. Edward H. Levi. 


The total includes up to 75,000 


Vietnamese who are close rela- 
tives of American citizens or 
permanent U.S. residents; up 
to 50,000 Vietnamese who would 
be endangered in a Communist 
takeover of South Vietnam; 1,- 
000 Cambodian refugees now in 
Thailand; and 5,000 Cambodian 
diplomats and their dependents 
now in third countries. 


In addition, there are another 


3,000 Vietnamese who are rela- 
tives of American citizens and 
who already have filed their pe- 
titions for U.S. visas. They 
would be permitted to enter un- 
der existing procedures. 


Officials in the Los Angeles 


area were making plans for the 
possible arrival of thousands of 
the refugees. Arrangements for 
food, shelter and interpreters 
were among the immediate top- 
ics getting attention from Los 
Angeles County officials. 


Meanwhile, the Senate and 


House were expected to vote 
later today on separate bills au- 
thorizing U.S. troops to be used 
in the evacuation if necessary 
and for humanitarian aid to the 
Saigon government. 


Action on the humanitarian 


aid-withdrawal bills was de- 
ferred Tuesday in both the 
House and Senate as members 
demanded one more day to see 
if the State Department suc- 
ceeded in its objective of reduc- 
ing to 1,500 the number of 
American citizens remaining in 
South Vietnam. 


The 1,500 total was described 


as the minimum needed to car- 
ry out essential embassy func- 
tions and a number that could 
be evacuated in a one-day heli- 
copter airlift if Saigon comes 
under direct North Vietnamese 
attack. 


The Senate bill would author- 


ize President Ford to use U.S. 
troops, if necessary, to evac- 
uate Americans and their de- 
pendents and endangered South 
Vietnamese who could be pro- 
tected with the same number of 
troops, in the same time and at 
the same places. 


The bill also would authorize 


$100 
million in humanitarian 


aid to be disbursed through the 
United Nations and voluntary 
relief agencies, plus a $100 mil- 
lion "contingency fund" for 
evacuation 
programs.

money could be used for mili- 
tary aid if needed to assist 
evacuation.

Man with 18 women in 'family' 


accused of murdering deputy 


EUGENE, Ore. (AP) — Nor- 


man "Snake" Brooks, whose 
"family" of two dozen women 
and children lived in caves they 
dug on a hillside, is scheduled 
to appear at a preliminary 
hearing 
today 
on 
murder 


charges. 


Eighteen women in his "fam- 


ily," the Children of the Valley 
of Life, are being held as mate- 
rial witnesses under bail of 
$100,000 each. 


Brooks is charged with the 


slaying of deputy sheriff Roy 
Dirks, 38, who was shot to 
death on April 12. 


Dirks vanished after going 


alone to investigate a boating 
accident on the Blue River Res- 
ervoir 40 miles east of Eugene. 


Searchers found his body hid- 
den under some tree boughs. 
He had been shot in the head. 


Brooks' van was discovered 


nearby. Brooks, 31, was de- 
tained for questioning April 16 
and was charged with murder 
the next day. 


Authorities later picked up 


the 18 women and six children 
of Brooks' "family." The chil- 
dren have been placed in foster 
homes. 


Brooks, born and raised in 


Austin, Tex., said he calls him- 
self Snake "because you never 
know what a snake is going to 
do." 


He said he and Jeanne Gil- 


more, owner of arts and crafts 
shops in the Los Angeles area, 


founded the communal group in 
1968 
to give young people a 


chance to stay out of trouble. 


Brooks said the original 


group included two former 
Catholic nuns, a teacher and a 
doctor. 


The family came to the Eu- 


gene area in 1972 and built a 
log cabin in the Lorane Valley 
southwest of Eugene. Eight 
months later they were evicted 
for health and saftey reasons 
by county authorities. 


The family moved to Eugene 


and 
opened three "Lighter ~ 


Brown, Darker Brown" restau- 
rants. In establishing the busi- 
ness they insisted on cash 
transactions, some of which in- 
volved thousands of dollars.

Women taking part 


in violent crimes 


at increasing pace 


By DOLORES BARCLAY 
Associated Press Writer 
American females are com- 


mitting more murders, armed 
robberies, 
assaults 
and 


burglaries today than ever 
before. They are being arrested 
at a rate that is increasing 
proportionately faster than the 
rate for men, FBI figures show. 


From 1960-73, the number of 


women arrested for serious 
crimes — homicides, robberies, 
auto thefts, assaults — in- 
creased 277.9 per cent, the 
FBI's Crime Index shows. Male 
arrests for the same offenses 
went up 87.9 per cent. 


The total number of crimes 


committed by females is still 
far less than those by males. 
There were 178,967 serious 
crimes committed by women 
versus 768,743 by men in 1973. 
But the upsurge in female crime 


has prompted experts across 
the nation to take a closer look 
at the female offender. They 
say they want to discover why 
so many women are par- 
ticipating in so many serious 
and violent crimes. 


According to sociologists, 


corrections officials, lawyers, 
criminologists, prosecutors, 
judges, psychologists, law en- 
forcement officials and con- 
victed felons interviewed by 
The Associated Press, the re- 
cession and the stresses gener- 
ated by it have played key roles. 


The women's movement is 


another major influence, the 
experts say. They say the 
movement changed the atti- 
tudes of some women about 
their roles in society and gave 
still others the opportunity to be 
in places and positions they 
never before had been. • 


"You got to face the fact that 


women have come into their 
own in the last couple of years. 
When you become more visible, 
you're out in the world and 
you're holding down more jobs, 
you're exposed to more kinds of 
things and you can do more 
visible kinds of crimes," said 
Dr. Ruth Click, director of the 
National Study of Women's Cor- 
rectional Programs, a Berke- 
ley, Calif., project involving 13 
states. 


"Women no longer want to be 


second-rate citizens legitimate- 
ly, so why should they be sec- 
ond-rate 
citizens 
illegiti- 


mately," said Dr. Freda Adler, 
associate professor in the grad- 
uate school of criminal justice, 
Rutgers University, and a fac- 
ulty member of the National 
College of the State Judiciary in 
Reno, Nev. 


Dr. Adler said that interviews 


with prison inmates gave her 
reasons why the women offend- 
ers have been moving into ev- 
ery level of crime. 


"One told me: 'Gee, I thought 


I could just pick up a few radios 
and then I found it was just as 
easy to walk into a bank with a 
gun. I can get so much more,'" 
she said. 


Another inmate told her she 


decided to back up a truck to a 
department store exit and load 
stolen merchandise, instead of 
merely shoplifting a few items. 


In the past there were few, if 


any, woman truck drivers. "But 
now, it can be her job. If she 
doesn't look strange behind the 
wheel of a truck, then no one's 
going to pick her up. No one is 
going to look cross-eyed at her 
anymore," Dr. Adler said. 
The entrance of women into 


employment areas such as 
truck 
driving, construction 


work, engineering, and man- 
agerial and executive positions 
has placed some in situations 
conducive 
to 
committing 


crimes other than shoplifting 
and prostitution, two offenses 
traditionally associated 
with 


women. 


For example, during 1960-73, 


according to the FBI survey, 
forgery and counterfeiting ar- 
rests rose 116.8 per cent for 
women and only 15.3 per cent 
for men. Female arrests for 
fraud and embezzlement in- 
creased 281.3 per cent, while 
male arrests climbed 49.6 per 
cent. 


Many so-called white collar 


crimes, as well as the more 
serious felonies, also are asso- 
ciated with the current reces- 
sion, the crime experts said. 


Women, like men, steal to feei 
children, balance family budg 
ets, buy clothing and to suppor 
themselves. 


Deborah E. White, 23, an in 


mate at the New York Cit} 
Correctional 
Institution 
fo: 


Women at Riker's Island, has 
been convicted of shoplifting 
and bail jumping. Why did she 
steal? 


"I was in college, but there 


was no assistance available. So 
I was more or less stealing to 
obtain books," she said. 


"The most prevalent crime 


today is robbery with a weap- 
on," said Essie Murph, superin- 
tendent of thee riker's facility. 
Mrs. Murph has worked there 
for 24 years. 


"In the 1950s and early '60s, 


the most prevalent crimes were 
disorderly conduct, shoplifting 
and prostitution," she said. 


New prison philosophy sets felons loose on weekends

Terry Scroggs, armed robber, 


is doing 15 years in the Oregon 
State Penitentiary. But one 
weekend a month, he's a free 
man. 


"I never forget this place," 


he says. "But when I go home, 
see my wife and really relax, it 
gives me hope. Oh, God, you 
don't know what this means to 
a guy who's locked up. It's the 
only thing that keeps me go- 
ing." 


Scroggs, 33, is only one of 


many prisoners in jails across 
the country now benefitting 
from such weekends of hope. 


Another is Earthy Reed. Reed, 
43, is doing 10 years in Oregon 
for drug possession. He, too, 
gets regular "social passes" of 
12 to 72 hours. 


"Being incarcerated is like 


fluctuating between life and 
death," he says. "When I can 
get outside for a while, go 
home, play golf, visit friends, I 
say to myself, 'Hey, man, I'm 
breathing again. I got life.'" 


Reed and Scroggs are prod- 


ucts of a penal philosophy 
being embraced by corrections 
officials in 40 of the 50 states. It 
says you can't keep people 
caged for long periods,, then 
suddenly set them free and ex- 


pect them to function as pro- 
ductive, law-abiding citizens. 


"We recognized this with our 


Vietnam prisoners of war," 
says Warden Hoyt Cupp of the 
Oregon prison. "We put great 
emphasis on phasing these men 
back into society gradually. We 
understood on a national level 
that you can't just let a man 
walk out of prison at the end of 
his sentence because he's not 
going to be in tune with what's 
going on around him." 


Prison systems in many 


states have for a long time had 
release programs in which 
good-risk inmates live outside 
the prison in minimum security 


dormitories in the community 
and hold down jobs or go to 
school. But the idea of letting 
prisoners free without guard or 
supervision, to be with family 
or friends, is an innovation. 
Prisons having adopted it say 
it's still an experiment, suc- 
cessful so far, but closely 
scrutinized. 


"The big advantage," says 


Kenneth Robinson, spokesman 
for the Pennsylvania Bureau of 
Corrections, "is that it takes 
away a lot of tension and 
stresses that develop from 
being cut off from family and 
loved ones." Pennsylvania al- 
lows unsupervised home fur- 


loughs of up to seven days for 
inmates with good conduct 
records who have served at 
least half, but not less than 9 
months, of their sentences. 


Furlough 
applications, 
in 


Pennsylvania and in all states 
using the system—and they in- 
clude all except New Hamp- 
shire, Nevada, Rhode Island, 
Oklahoma, 
South 
Dakota, 


Texas, West Virginia, Wiscon- 
sin, Wyoming and Montana- 
undergo tight screening by pris- 
on personnel. 


"It's more or less an honor 


type thing," says Robinson of 
Pennsylvania's 
two-year-old 


program. He says about two 


per cent of all inmates fur- 
loughed have not returned vol- 
untarily, "about as close to 
comlete success as you can 
get." 


Most prison officials say the 


vast majority of inmates re- 
leased without supervision visit 
family, look for jobs, keep their 
noses clean and do precisely 
what the pass programs were 
intended to accomplish. 


But there are horror stories. 


And, 
unfortunately, say 
offi- 


cials, they are the ones that get 
the headlines and generate pub- 
lic criticism and distrust.

His four-hour pass resulted in a 
new sentence of 75 years for 
kidnapping; he has yet to be 
tried for the murders. 
The public was outraged, fig- 


uring that Bowles had been a 
poor risk for the furlough pro- 
gram. 


"When you're dealing with 


human behavior," said Warden 
Cupp, there's a lot of gray 
area. It's not an exact sci- 
ence." But he defended his 
choice of Bowles.

ARMISTEAD 
SAID 
nine 


volunteer students at the high 
school attended the first session 
— four blacks, four whites, and 
one Mexican-American. 


Armistead said none of the 


participants 
expressed 
any 


deep-seated hostility involving 
race. He said there were no 
complaints 
against 
ad- 


ministrators and only one in- 
volving a teacher. A white 
student said in one class she felt 
blacks were not given equal 
opportunity; however, a black 
in the same class said he had 
been too busy to notice if any 
discrimination existed. 


Armistead didn't mention any 


of the students' names who 
were involved. Students who 
participated in the workshop 
were told they could speak 
freely 
without any 
fear of 


reprisal. 


Armistead said there were 


about five themes which could 
be identified from the hour-long 
discussion: 


cited by students in which racial 
harmony is promoted is the 
band. The one organization in 
which some students indicated 
there might be some prejudice 
was the Blue and Gold Brigade. 
Some students said there were 
many more blacks who tried out 
for the Brigade than were 
selected. 


Some of the blacks felt there 


should 
also 
be 
equal 


representation of blacks among 
the cheerleaders. Cheerleaders 
are now chosen along the lines 
of three blacks and 
seven 


whites. Two blacks and six 
whites comprise 
the junior 


varsity cheerleaders. 


Donna 
Scott,

member of the committee, said 
that members of the Blue and 
Gold Brigade were selected 
from tryouts, not elected. Mark 
Culwell, CHS principal, said 
that the brigade's officers do 
include a ratio of blacks. 


CULWELL 
ALSO NOTED 


that only three blacks tried out 
for the three black cheerleader 
positions this week, and two 
blacks tried out for the two 
black positions in the junior 
varsity cheerleaders. 


Freeman Robinson said he 


felt, therefore, that blacks had 
earlier 
selected 
who 
they 


wanted to represent them as 
cheerleaders instead of waiting 
until the election. 


Miss Scott said virtually the 


same thing happened last year, 
when eight whites tried out for 
the seven positions, and four 
blacks tried out for the three. 


She said she "never thought it 


was a good idea to have 
cheerleaders elected by the 
student body" and that if they 
were judged on ability it would 
eliminate racial problems. 


Bowen, a former superin- 


tendent and high school prin- 
cipal, said that rather than the 
3-7 racial ratio adopted for 
cheerleaders 
"it 
would 


probably have been better in the 
long run not to structure it at 
all."

There were a number of 


students who volunteered for 
the first discussion group who 
were not chosen in order to keep 
the group to a workable num- 
ber.

that "you can't express how a

anything wrong but for being a 
black on the west side of town 
shortly before 10 p.m. one night. 


Culwell said that he had 


changed the site of Saturday's 
Junior-Senior Prom from Bowie 
School to the High School 
because black students had 
expressed some fear of being 
uncomfortable in the Bowie 
area. 


Culwell 
said 
he'd also 


received and granted a request 
from some white students to 
change the date of the prom 
back to Saturday night. It had 
been changed because of a 
conflict on use of the high school 
facilities when the prom site 
had been changed. Culwell said 
he felt the primary reason for 
the request was racial, in that 
the blacks had been granted the 
change in sites and the whites 
then wanted a concession.

If we can't ignore sex in 
voting, it may be fine, but it 
isn't very democratic? 


How many of you older voters 


simply couldn't vote for Al 
Smith for president in 1928 
because he was a Catholic? How 
many of you middle-aged voters 
couldn't vote for Jack Kennedy 
in 1960 for the same reason? 
How many of us couldn't vote 
for a Jewish candidate for the 
same reason? However, we 
rationalize' our reasons, we 
can't give ourselves high marks 
in practical democracy. 


Finally, how democratic are 


our legislative procedures? I 
am planning an entire column 
on this in the near future. Right 
now the seniority system has 
fallen to be replaced by the 
caucus system. 
Both have 


advantages in practical politics, 
but neither could be rated high 
in simple democratic prin- 
ciples. 


So let's don't get all carried 


away with the idea of how. 
democratic we are. Way down 
deep we believe in it and 
practice it better than maybe 
any other nation, but there are 
serious flaws in it when we get 
.down to race, sex, religion, etc. 
One other little test: How did 
you react to this column? If you 
didn't like any part of it, did it 
strike 
your 
undemocratic 


nerve? I didn't say it did; I 
asked if it did. 


We Americans like to brag 


about how democratic we are. 
Are 
we 
really 
all 
that 


democratic? Let's give our- 
selves a little test 'in practical 
democracy. 
Rather, 
let's 


examine some current issues 
and try to make a deter- 
mination. Now keep in mind 
that being democratic involves 
equal consideration 
and op- 


portunities in social, political, 
and economic affairs. 


First, let's 
consider 
the 


proposed 
presidential 
pre- 


ference 
primary 
in Texas 


something I have been for ever 
since I attended my 
first 


precinct convention in the last 
election in one of Corsicana's 
largest precincts. There was a 
total of 13 of us there to 
represent hundreds of voters, 
and we had to decide the 
Wallace-McGovern-uninstr- 
ucted delegation issue, finally 
decided on a 7-6 vote after one 
vote was changed in the last 
minute.

Ennis passes second 
reading taxi increase 


ENNIS - The Ennis City 


Council Monday night passed on 
second reading a taxicab or- 
dinance which increases the 
passenger rate from 50 cents to 
75 cents per passenger, 
ac- 


cording to Mrs. Wynell Rose, 
city secretary. 


In other business the council 


passed a resolution to stan- 
dardize subdivision plat sizes 
making them 17 inches by 21 
inches maxium so that they will 
fix into the county books and 
stored at the county records 
office in Waxahachie; and 
amended the revenue snaring 
budget to the water and sewer 
department for Entitlement No. 
1 for $7,125. It will be used to pay 
for the new pickups that was 
paid for out of the general fund, 
$420 to the police department 
for equipment out of En- 
titlement No. 1, and $7,000 to the 
Park department 
from 
En- 


titlement No. 5 to buy a Massey- 
Ferguson loader. 


The council also included in 


its insurance package the 
building formerly used as 
Sonoma City Hall. The building 


will be inusred for $4,000. 


Mrs. Stella Morris appeared 


before the council requesting 
the city pay $12 for a plumbing 
bill and adjust her $17 water 
bill. 


She reported that she thought 


the bill was unusually high and 
had a plumber check the water 
meter. 


The council agreed to study 


the matter. No action was 
taken. 


Leslie Mach also appeared 


before the council requesting 
that the city lay a water line for 
him. The council noted that he 
lived outside the city limits and 
that the city does not lay water 
lines outside the city limits. 


Mach noted that he would 


have to put in 3,200 feet of water 
line and that he could not afford 
it. The council reported that if 
he could afford to lay the lines 
he could tap into the main water 
line and have his meter located 
in the city limits. 


The council passed on second 


reading a specific use permit 
for a mobile home to be located 
at 3910 S. Interstate Hwy. 45.
